LONDON, Oct. 28.—The probable date of the 
next general election, when the people will 
have an opportunity of again choosing be- 
tween Toryiem and Liberalism, isa matter of 
quite general discussion. A short time ago 
the preponderance of opinion was that a new 
election would be held within a year. This 
belief was based on the somewhat re- 
markable series of successes on 
the part of the Liberals in the 
ome" elections to fill occasional 
vacancies in the House of Commons. But of 
late there has been a perceptible cheok to the 
tide of Liberal victory. It is not so much the 
defeat in the Brighton election as the change 
in public feeling indicated in less obvious 
ways, that has put a damper upon the bright 
hopes of many of Mr. Gladstone’s followers. 
As to Mr. Gladstone himself, it cannot De said 
that he has indulged in too sanguine views on 
this point. He has often been supposed by 
political friends to anticipate a too near ap- 
proach of the elections, but this has been 
simply due to misunderstanding on their 
part, caused by his ever-buoyant enthusiasm 
and to the fact that until he penned the refer- 
ence to Mr. Asguit, his desire for informa- 
tion, he had not felt called upon for a definite 
opinion. All the best authorities within 
reach appear to agree with him, now that 

THE DATE Is FAR REMOTE, 
and that if the Liberal successes continue and 
affect the great issue, it will only be by stimu- 
lating the Government to undertake, from 
a feeling of alarm, measures which 
they are alike ineompetent to frame 
or to carry forward with success. 
The misfortunes of the allied parties will, for 
the present, it is thought, tend to draw them 
more closely together, in order to put off as 
long as possibie the evil day when they must 
rocken with the whole people. A very nota- 
ble member of Parliament said yesterday that 
this would be their present feeling and that it 
would certainly hold for the next 
session. In the next session he believed 
the dissentient Liberals will accept 
anything or nothing as the programme of 


the Government. But then will follow the 
time of more precise prospects and of state- 
ments such as that to which Mr. Gladstone 
looks forward, and then the breaking up of 
the majority may be expected. This coin- 
cides very much witha view which Mr. Far- 
nell expressed in conversation oven y € that 
next session will be the most critical for the 
Government in regard to demands for an 
Irish policy and thatof the succeeding year 
will prove decisive and probably fatal.

DELIA WHITEHAND’S ABDUCTION. 


The Sensational Affair Still Enveloped in 
Mystery—Geperal Arrests. 


Ry Telegraph to the Post-Dtaraton. 

AusTiIx, Tex., Oct. 28.—In the case of Delia 
Whitehand, mention of whose abduction from 
home and concealment in a thicket, where 
she was subjected to terrible abuse, was made 
inaspecial to thé PosT-DISPATCH Saturday 
night, some new developments have come to 
light. It is alleged she carried off with her 
Thursday night a bundle of clothes, and it is 
believed now she left home of her own accord 
to meet a white man with whom she had 
been in secret correspondence, the negro, 
Jesse Jefferson, arrested Friday night on a 
charge of committing the assault, being the 
medium through wien the correspondence 
was carried on. It is thought that he prom.- 
ised marriage and arranged for an elopement 
and Delia left home to meet him possibly near 
the thicket where she was found Saturday as 
saulted and her mind about gone. The theory is 
that her lover was false to her and committed 
the brutal assault himself, and her persistent 
refusal to divulge his name and her attempts 
at suicide corroborate this theory. Delia 
Whitehand is ofa highly respectable family, 
her mother, a widow, having been a resident

THE TRIAL. 

At the opening of the Cronin trial this morn- 
ing the State called for Mr. Cronin, the broth- 
er of Dr. Cronin, but that gentleman was not 
inthe room at that time, and Napiér More- 
land, au employe of Patrick Dinan, the livery- 
man, was called instead. He testified as to 
the facts of the hiring of the white horse on 
the e ot the 4th of May, when Dr. 
Cronin was killed. His evidence did not dit- 
fer materially from that given by Dinan 
himself Saturday, either as to the taking 
out of thehorse or the description of the 
men. Anew point was reached, however, 
when he described the condition of the horse 
when he returned to the stable about 9:30 
o’clock that night, after having been outa 
little over two hours. The witness said: ‘‘He 
was in the condition of a horse that had been 
driven very fast for the length of time that he 
was Out; he was sweating all oyer and had the 
appearance of having béen driven fast for the 
time he was out; his nostrils were biowing at 
the time he came in. The buggy was covered 
with sand and boulevard mud.’’ 

MKS. CONKLIN. 

Mrs. Conklin, at whose house Dr. 
lastlived, was the next witness. After numer- 
ous questions as to the location of the rooms 
In the flat, Mrs. Conklin proceeded to tel! the 
story of how the doctor was called away from 
her house on the night of May 4. She said 
that at 7:20 2 m., a stranger, who seemed 
nervous and excited, range the door dell and 
when she opened the door inquired for Dr. 
Cronin. 

He seemed very reluctant to enter, said 
the witness, but finally did so when told the 
doctor was engaged with other patients. 
The stranger took a seat in the waiting-room. 
When Dr. Cronin came outof his office the 
man advanced and said: 

Dr. Cronin, you are wanted to attend a 
man who has been hurt at O’Sullivan’s ice 
office.’ 

The doctor made a remark which I did not 
hear. Atthat moment the man drew a card 
from his pocket and presented it to the doc- 
tor. Dr. Cronin took the card and said: ‘Oh, 
yes; what is the nature of the accident? 

He said, A man has been rus over by a 
wagon.’. The doctor said, ‘Il will be with you 
soon,’ or something to that effect. The man 
sat down again on the edge ot a chair and the 
doctor turned, laying the card on thé mantel 
piece. The man said O'Sullivan was out of 
town and left word that Dr. Cronin was to 
attend his men. Dr. Cronin ran to 
his private room and gathered together 
some bandages and v0otton batting. He 
brought it out with his surgical case and a 
case of splints. Then, drawing on bis coat as 
quickly as possible, he left, running out, car- 
rying these things and the case In his arms. 

he two went hurriediy out of the house as 
fast as they could and did not even thut the 
door. I heard them running down the stairs.’’ 

THE MYSTERIOUS MESSENGER. 

The witness continued her testimony, — 
ing that she then went to a window overlook - 
ing the street and saw a buggy with a 
white horse attached standing before the 
door. Dr. Cronin and the man who éalled for 
him got into the buggy, whieh was driven 
northward. The man seemed anxious to 
get away. Mrs. Conklin then went on 
to give a description of ++ the man 
who came forthe doctor.

AWAY WITH THE DUST. 

The greatest part of the dirt and dust 
nuisance has been abated by municipal 
street sweeping and sprinkhng, but a 
remnant @emains., It exists in the cus- 
tom of sweeping stores and sidewalks at 
hours when the streets are crowded with 
pedestrians and when the filth must re- 
main in the gutters during nearly the en- 
tire day. 

It is a most unwholesome and unpleas- 
ant custom. The time usually selected 
for this work is early in the morning 
when people are going to their daily 
occupations, and it compels them to dodge 
brooms, sprinkling-cans and sweepers, and 
to pasa through blinding and choking 
clouds of filthy dust. The practice in 
great measure detracts from the magnifi- 
cent results of municipal street sweeping 
and sprinkling, which have given St. 
Louis the cleanest streets of any city in 
the Union. 

The only way to stop it is by means of a 
comprehensive and effective ordinance 
regulating the time and manner of sweep- 
ing sidewalks and houses. There is 
an ordinance at present forbidding 
the sweeping of the filth from houses 
on the sidewalks, but it contains no pro- 
vision with reference to sidewalk sweep- 
ing nor with reference to the time of 
sweeping. This ordinance is insufficient 
and is practically a dead letter. The police 
pay no attention to it and the broom 
brigade assault the health and comfort of 
citizens without check. 

Street Commissioner BURNET says that 
with a proper ordinance on the subject 
the nuisance can be reduced to a mini- 
mum, by providing that the work be done 
at an hour when it will be least dis- 
turbing to the people and when the filth 
will be removed promptly by the street 
sweeping machines. This is a ‘‘consum- 
mation devoutly to be wished,’’ and the 
Municipal Assembly should meet the 
wishes of the public by passing the de- 
sired ordinance at the earliest possible 
moment.

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KILLED OFF IN REVISION. 


LEGISLATIVE WORK CHANGED IN PREPAR- 
ING THE REVISED STATUTES. 


The Members of the Committees Use the 
Material at Hand te Their Own Views— 
Entire Emergency Clause Acts Killed, 
Though They Have Been in Effect Some 


Time. 


The friends of a great many of the laws 
passed at the session of the Legislature will 
find that they have been killed by the Com- 
mittee on Revision, and that they will not be 
in foree after November i. This committee 
is clothed with powers sufficient to 
6nable it to kill any new laws made 
without any idea of the revision, and the new 
members of the Legislature were warned of 
this. They went ahead, however, and as a 
result, all being governed by the nature and 
character of the revised chapter, article or 
section to which they are amendments, they 
will find a great deal of their labor 
wasted. Many of the new acts had emergency 
clauses attached, and went into effect imme- 
diately. In many instances of this character 
these laws, or their principal provisions, will 
be annulled after November 1, the approval 
of the revised statutes being more recent 
than that of the Legislative acts. 

FRATERNAL SOCIETIES 
are interested in a change made inthe law 
printed on page S5 of the session's acts, un- 
der the head of corporations. The law as 
passed, with an emergency ciause, provides 
that no corporation, association or organiza- 
tion doing a life or casualty business, shall be 
subjected to the operations of the 
general lawson insurance, iife or casualty, 


if its permease: is transacted as fraternal and 
on the lo system. Nocertificate, how- 
ever, shall A assianable. This section, as 
it will appear in the Revised Statutes, is en- 
larged to twice its length, and the privileges 
of beneficiary societies are emphasized and 
greatly increased. 
THS FEES OF CLERKS OF COURTS 

will also be changed after November 1. On 
page 118 of the Sessions Acts appears a law 
repealing and amending the old lawson the 
fees and salaries of clerks of courts.

ANOTHER IMPORTANT ACT 

to cities of the fourth class appears on the 42d 
page of the sessions acts. It is amenda- 
tory of sec. 4942 of the Revised Statutes of 
1879. and was passed with an emergency 
clause by virtue of which it has been ir effect 
several months. It was practically a new act, 
though amendatory of the old one, and au- 
thorized the Board of Aldermen to levy 
and collect taxes for improvements, to vacate 
alleys and to perform other functions under 
certain provisions. The emergency was to 
enable cities of the fourth class to enforce de- 
mands for street improvements. The aection 
did not commend itself to the Revising Com- 
mittee, however, and they proceeded to make 
a new section, on their own ideas.

A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY.

ABILENE, Kan., Oct. 2%.—The Abilene Bank, 
owned by Mayor C. H. Lebold and Col. J. M. 
Fisher, suspended this morning. creating 
great excitement, as it-has been considered 
the strongest fnancial institution in Central 
Kansas. The deposits amount to $200,000, 
mostiy local, and including nearly everybody 
in the city. Rediscounte and individual 
loans swell the Hadilities to $400,000. The 


firm claims to own $600,000 worth of real estate 
and notes On mostiy Western Kansas lands, 
and say they will settle in full if time is given 
to realize on them. The crash was brought 
on by the Impossibility of securing money on 
due notes, papers being foreclosed not yield- 
‘ing cash. he bank was organized in 1870 
and bas deen a wide loaper on chat- 
tel security and farm lands. The 
depreciation which has followed the Boom of 
1884 has steadily dragged them down, aud it 
was impossible to weather the storm. An at- 
tempt to straighten things out by the forming 
of a loan and trust company, with Senator 
Ingalls and other prominent men as directors, 
failed to work and the bank was compelied to 
zo. Mayor Lebold is now In the East and the 
bank is besieged by depositors who deman< 
settiements. A few have been satisfied and 
ah effort will be made to pacify the crowd 
enough to quiet legal proceedings.

Burglar, has every reason to be satisfied 
withthe reception of his comedy drama in 
his native city.

It 
combines simplicity, naturalness, suggest- 
iveness, with quiet effectiveness and force— 
all fandamental elements of true art. With 
strong temptation to use them, Mr. Thomas 
has avoided meretricious and superficial de- 
vices to gain effects. He depends upon 
the natural development of the action 
of the play and the elements in 
human nature and human life which 


touch the springs of emotion. He deals with 
orime and the repulsive phases of iife which 
enter into the plot of the play with a refine- 
ment and delicacy which is distinctly charm- 
ing.
